5 
haue tead) ot two Engliſh woꝛds put to;

the king. Foz by the auncient cuſfome of 
this realme, there is a great officer,called 
the Conſtable of England, who by means 
of the high anthozitte that he had, was a 
pꝛincipall fap vnto þ Kings goucrnment; 
and this man had iuriſoiction + authozity 
in deedes of Armes aad matters of war, 
both within & without the realime. Out 
of which office, this lower Conſtableſhip 
was at the firſt dzawne and fetched, and 
is(as it were) a bery lnger of that hand. 
Fo? the ſtatute of ncheſter, which was 


made in the time of K Edward the firſt, & His begin» 
by which theſe lower Conſtables of hun- Ming. 


dreds anv Franchiſes were firſt odained, 
doth (amõgſt other things) appoint, that 
fo2 the betterkeepingof the Peace, two 
Conſtables ineucry Hundred an Fran- 

chiſe, ſhould make the view of Armour. 
Do then, the name ol Conſtable in a 
hundred oz Franchiſe doth meane, that he 
is an officer, that ſuppozteth the Rings 
Paieſtle in the maintenance of his peace 
within the pꝛecinct of his hũdꝛed oz frans 
chiſe: & be is many times called the High 
Cõſtable, in copariſon of the Conſtables, 
oz pety Conſtables, that 2 in che townes.

taine the peace within the ſeuerall limits

And fo2 this cauſe, theſe companics be 
pet in ſome places of England (4 namelp 
with vs in Kent) called Boroes, of the ſai 
wozd Borhes, Pledges,02 ſuertics: albeit 
inthe weſterne parts of the Realme they 
be commonly named Tythiogs, becauſe 
they containe (as I tolde you)the number 
of ten men with their families, And euen 
as ten times ten doe make an hundzed:ſo, 
becauſe it was then alſo appopnted that 
tenne of cheſe companies ſhould at cer⸗ 
taine times meete together fo} their mat ⸗ 
ters of greater waight, therefoze that ge⸗ 
nerall aſſembly(oꝛ court) was (and pet is) 
called a Hundred.
